Gave Illustrated Lecture At 
'Mechanic's Institute Last 
Night 

"Mow metals are obtained from 
t.heir ores," was tho .subject ot an il- 
Uislrat'.-il li-.:i nre :.;\\ f n by Professor 
Stan.sfield of the department of Met- 
allurgy .at Ihc .Mechanics Institute last 
night. I'rotessor Stanstield first ex- 
planed tlie various me-thods ot ex- 
ti-acting metals fruni ores ami tiien 
llhislratcd these inolliods by copious 
slides. 

Profe.ssor Stanstield opened his lec- 
ture, by showing the different kinds of 
ore llial ;iie iiiinc<l. In tiic first cl.ass 
there are iho.>^c that havo liic actual 
mct.al in them, such as finartz t.on- | 
t:iining gold, plallnum liiat is found in 
Chile, .and the copper that is found in 
It's n.alural stale in tho Lake Suiicri- 
or district. Tho second class contains 
oxidi-.:ed oi'es such a.s hog iron or 
which Is the .«amo as Iron rust. In the 
thinl ri.-ifs we have metals that arc 
conil)ined with sulpher. 

Tho methods used for getting the 
meta.ls -out ot their ores was next dls- 
cussfd. Firstly tho mechanical meth- 
od, foi- example gold that i.s washed 
out of sand or ore that is crushed and 
tho gold collected by passing the 
crushed ore over mercury in which 
tho gold .sticks. .Secondly by tho ilur- 
naxio method, in this method tho iron 
blast furnace is used extensively. 
Thirdly by the chemical mclliod, here 
a ehc-mlcal is used to di.s.solvc the ore 
.and throw down tho metal. Fourthly 
tho electrical method, In this case 
electricity Is used to attain a very 
high temperature which bnak.s up tho 
ore and leaves the nit-tal. VlCilily by 
Klccti-ol.vsls for cxnmplo copper sul- 
pha to treated by cleclroly.sis prcclpi- 
.tates copper. 

• -Professor StansIIcuV then selected 
v.'irlous ores and e.xplained how tho 
n,Ktals wero obtained from theni. In 
li'on ore, which is an oxidized ore, the 
oxygon is taken out by useing coke in 
tho blast furn.-i.ccs and pig iron is loft. 

To withdraw the .met.al from lead 
ore, two steps aro necos.sary because 
it is a sulphide ore. In tho first .step 
the sulpher is removed by crushing 
tho oi'o and exposing it 10 oxygen. The 
oxygen also rombines with lead and 
necessitates a second step, before the 
lead can bo removed. The lead oxide'

Misa Owen , Roberts, as Chairman, 
oiwned tlie meeting of the" House of 
(".'oMimons Club, which was held at 
the homo of Prof. Adair last even- 
ing. The first speaker to . be Intro- 
duced was Miss Pniilctto Itennin-,', 
who read .a paper on the position 'jf 
women at different times in the hiit- 
tory of the world. In this sho dls- 
cus.sed tho varying degrees of exnltlou 
and dosradnlion of the woman by tlio 
men or by their own efforts, in tlio 
vnr'loiis civilizations. In ancient times 
tho women accepted men as . thoy 
were and did. not dream of attempt- 
ing to i-liaiiKC llieni. Tli'i men v.-ers 
all-important and ruled over the wj- 
mcn, who as a consequence led, for 
llin most part, very dull lives. At 
tInioH women were held' to be im- 
l)ortant Ix-cause they wero necessary 
for tlio contiuuanco of tho race, but 
seldom were they , credited with pos- 
sessing braliis. . , 

In the Bablyonlan and .\nclent 
Kgyptlaii civilization •women came to 
be tfçardod us persons, not inerc^ 
chattels, nnd as priestesses wore ad 
mittod to knowledge -of roUslous 
riles. In Greece thoy were as a gen- 
eral rulo useless parasites. Tho wo- 
men of Uepublican Konto were con- 
sidered as members of Iho com- 
tnunUyi and- hold a rospoctablp^DOsi 
(Ion, while under tho Roman em 
perorfl thoy attained a hotter log.al 
position than they had formorly been 
acGordoU. - 

Among tho early Christiuna, wo- 
mon wore recognized as tho spiritual 
equal.*! of men' and tlioir status is 
popularly supposed to havo Improv- 
ed,' thoiigb as a matter" of fact, In

.Atlantic were reached, tho tension

Tlio Commercial Society arc to be coiigrai- 
iilnd'd on llic ))ii.'lures of the Ciuiadiiui Arctic 
Expeililioii of 1928 wiiicli the Society was able 
to .show lo it.s niember.s yesterday afternoon, 
through the courtesy of the Department of the 
Intcrior at Ottawa. Two .McCIiil Undergradu- 
ate.-;, Ivoliert Howinau of Commerce '32, and 
James Carli.-^le. of. Science ';îO. who acted a.s 
Gi'inTal Ilantiyman and Ihulio Ojierator of the 
l'expédition, re.'^pectively. were iire.^ent and ex- 
plained the film.'*. 

'i'iu' main iiiirpo.-;cs of .<ik1i an expedition 
are exploration of northci^n rcgion.s which arc 
part of Canada, and to maintain dominion over 
liy r.-iialili.^iiing iiolice post.*. If this were 
not done Canada could not retain .sovereignty 
over these areas according to international law. 
Sup])Iips arc taken by these expeditions to re- 
lieve members of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police who are stationed at various outpost.s. 

The jiiclures sliown gave an excellent view 
of the work that i.s being acoînplished and the 
nature ot the places visited by the exi)edition 
of 1928. With the development of modern 
aviation the.se expeditions are going to prove 
vcH-y u.sefiTl in locating .strategic po.sitions at 
which lo establish airiiorts. Over vast wilder- 
ne.^.'-'e.'^ of icy seas, plunging through storms 
circumnavigating huge floes and icebergs, 
touching at .stations where only a few Eskimos 
and their doir^ are the companions of the police 
^e.viablished there, everywhere bringing cheer 
and relief to dreary spots in the frozen north- 
lands, exploring new territories, examining 
flora and faunu wherever found, charting 
routes, and hunting walruses and mu-sk-oxes to 
repleiii.^li tlieir good supplies, these are the 
features of the explorer's life. Such a summer 
adventure for undergraduates is the ideal way 
of iHitiing in the jjeriod between college terms.

In the sixty years s'nco Confederation 
ho said, large areas have been settled 
and otherwise nlienalcd but there still 
remained in Dominion lands, stretch- 
ing bsck from present soltlemont to 
the slands In tho C.niiridian sector of 
the Artie, moro than one half of the 
total area of the Dominion — a region 
In which could bo placed forty coun- 
tries of the size of England. 

The physical dif f 'cult les, of admlnls- 
tcring this northern a.roa where there 
were no Millways, no roads, and, with 
one or two exceptions — suoh as that of 
tho Mackenzie River aystctn — no 
steamboat toutes, wore .sketched and 
the lim'tations ot travel by canoe and 
dog team were Indicated- U was^for 
thei^o reasons as stated, above, that 
the Department of tho Interior had so 
warnil.\' wplcniiicil tho areoplan". Mr. 
Cory pointed out that tho Department 
had not gone into the business of op- 
crating tho planes but had ina.inta.lne<t 
close co-operat.'on with the Boyel Can- 
adian .\ir Force, tlio latl'?;- f iiriii.«!.ii-)g 
llio planes and the officer.-* to oi.erutc 
them and tho Department of iha In- 
terior, tho officers to accompany the 
plane and direct the particular work 
iiadcrlakcn. The Deiiarlineni had put 
tho aeroplane to two major uses to 
the protection of the forest and to tho 
surveying and mapping of the country.

JIanltoba and northern Saskatchewan 
were, liccausc of tho ,abundancfi of 
.'mall l.ikes all seaplanes. These were 
used not only for dotectlon but for 
carrying: crews to put out fires when 
discovered. By the use ot aeroplanes 
It had liceii poEslblc to iiinlo; a Jc- 
lailed cstlniatc in one .sc-i.-^on of the 
pulpwood on an area ot iri.OO t>'qu.irv 
miles in Manitoba.' ■ ' ' 

In tho work- of- the -Topographical 
Siiive.v the aeroplane was finding an 
liieroaslngly useful Canada's 
problems were pccul'arly her own and 
her uitlzons might well be proud ot 
the way she had developed, to fit her 
needs, the ilew science of niaping by 
aerial photopraphy.

In Xova Scotia the agitation 
began early and was carried on vig- 
orously diirins all the time in which 
the troijbles of Upper and Lower 
Canada, thous'i there v.-a.c never such 
an outbreak in the M.iritime.«. Joseph 
I-lowe Is tho central figure of Xova 
Scotia's history at this time. 

In Canada proper, however, the 
leartin.g figures are numetaiLs and it 
is more difti^iill to assign the' bulk of 
the credit for rcspon.sibic govern- 
ment to particular individuals; In both 
cases the Governors appointed by .the 
British Government were often rang- 
ed against !lie public opinio!; of the 
provinces. It is expected thiit the 
p.'ipers will deal with this respect ot 
tho time especially.
